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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The following is a quotation of 37 CFR 1 .71(a): 

(a) The specification must include a written description of the invention or discovery and of the 
manner and process of making and using the same, and is required to be in such full, clear, concise, 
and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art or science to which the invention or 
discovery appertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same. 

The specification is objected to under 37 CFR 1.71 (a) because the teaching of 

the instantly claimed cyclone separator can not be understood. The specification 

discloses in the abstract, the summary of the invention, and the description of the 

preferred embodiments that the cyclone separator comprises: "a cyclone portion for 

generating an eddy flow at a given flow rate by feeding a liquid containing a fine 

substance from liquid discharge passageways, for transferring the fine substance to an 

outer side by applying a centrifugal force to issue the fine substance-free liquid 

from a liquid flow-out passageway , and for precipitating the fine substance by 

decelerating the eddy flow" However, the specification fails to explain what is meant by 

an outer side , and to issue the fine substance-free liquid from a liquid flow-out 

passageway. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 
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Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 USC 1 12, 1 paragraph for the reasons given 
above in the objections under 37 CFR 1 .71 . 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1 ; the recitation of "transferring the fine substance to an outer 
side by applying a centrifugal force to issue the fine substance-free liquid from a 
liquid flow-out passageway" , does not make sense and can not be understood. 
Furthermore, it is vague and indefinite as to whether the "liquid discharge passageway" 
is intended use or a structural limitation. 

Regarding claim 2; the recitation of "transferring the fine substance to an outer 
side by applying a centrifugal force to issue the fine substance-free liquid from a 
liquid flow-out passageway" , does not make sense and can not be understood. 
Furthermore, it is vague and indefinite as to whether the "liquid discharge 
passageway" is intended use or a structural limitation. Also, the recitation of "an 
external discharge part for issuing the liquid by joining the liquid discharge 
passageways at respective cyclone portions" is vague and indefinite and can not be 
understood. Lastly, since there are a plurality of cyclone portions the recitation of " said 
cyclone portion further comprising;" lacks antecedent basis and can not be 
understood. 
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Regarding claims 15 and 16; the recitation in both of those claims of "the 
extended line of the liquid introduction passageway" lacks antecedent basis and can 
not be understood. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Arnaud who discloses a hydrocyclone including a orifice ring (15, 28, 41) as shown in 
Figures 5, 7 and 9, respectively. 

Claims 1 and 3-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Lecoffre et al. who discloses a hydrocyclone including a orifice ring (431) as shown in 
Figure 4a. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 2, 15 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being obvious over 
Arnaud or Lecoffree et al. because it is well known in the art to replace a single 
hydrocyclone with a plurality of hydrocyclones in parallel.
